Yaccinatloni . 

Towards the olnse of last centary, 
an obBouro counirysjirgeon,praotipiDg 
at Berkoly, in Gloucestershire rnade a 

diacovory, that has since proved most 
bonoficial to tho human raco and proo 
vented much death and Buffaring. Dr 
Jonner aBcortainod tliafc dairymen who 
had oonlraoted soros on their hands 
from a disease that tho uddcra of cows 
were linblo to, ovoi- aliorwards posseos- 
ed an immunity from tho contagion 
of Small-pox. Ho was thus led to 
try the effect of inoculation with the 
matter called "Cow-pox," afterwards 
testing its prophylactic powers by in- 
''ooulaling the snmo subjoola with tho 
virus of Sinali-pox, when he found 
that thijBe previously nffoctod by " Cow. 
pox" were proof ogainst the poison of 
Small-pox. No one now doubt* the 
protective power of vaccination, but 
amongst a few a doubt and ill dc£nod 
dread.ezists, as to the danger oSJi^^ 
plantifag cby agency otber diseases 
and also as to the offloaoy of its pro» 
tective power and the length of time 
this influoDoe lasts. As regards the 
danger of oontraoting other, and more 
especially impure diseases in this 
way Buch a thing is extremely im- 
probable, and can only occur through 
great carolossnoBS on the part of the 
operator ; in deforenco howovor to this 
feeling, tho French "Academy of 
Medi'Vjine" havo lately procured and 
kept up a succosaion of oalvos inocu- 
lated directly from tho cow from 
which tho lymph, now employed in 
Paris lor vaecinalion, is obtained, a 
system which is styled "animal vac- 
cination" in contra distinction to that 
of "arm to arm" vaccination, a supply 
of lymph in tho former case being 
kept up by vaccinating from calf to 
calf. The length of timo that vaccina- 
tion confers protcotiou is a question 
difiBouIi to give a definite answer to, 
&8 In some it lasts a lifetime, wnile in 
others its efficacy appears to decline 
about the age of manhood ; tbe period 
however when the susceptibility to 
Small-pox appears to be reacquired, 
can only accurately be ascertained by 
rovaccination, when, if there is no re- 
sult it is a proot that the first vac- 
cination is B'ill protective, while on 
the other hand, if it ' takes" it ia a 
clear test of the system being uo 
longer aholtered. That tho protective 
power dies out in a largo number of 
instances wo find borne out by statis- 
tics, such as those of tho army, where 
all recruits aro rovaccinatcd on entry 
into tho Borvico, and whoro wo find in 
the "Sanitary Eepori'' fur 1807, out of 
lOOO who had boon previously vaccin- 
ated, revfioeination succeeded in C8G 
instances. The necessity of rovaccin- 
ation, more especially during the pre- 
valance of an epodemio amongst the 
aborigines, saoh as we have at present, 
cannot be too strongly urged, as it is 
only by attention to this, that "a 
charmed life" can bo insured. It this 
is not dono, some who may havo been 
carefully vaccinated as children, will 
contract Small-pox, the contagion of 
which is perhaps tho most powerful 
and far reaching of any disease; but 
they will at least havo tho disoaao in 
a mild form, and aro not likely to ex- 
perienco tho horrible disfiguration of 
tho "laco divino'' that those who bavo 
never been vacoiiialcd aro liablo to. 
In addition to all olforts in tho way of 
Taccination and rovuccinatio 'u tho 
Hunioipal jSnthoritios ought to take 
steps to prevent the spread of tho 
disease, by establishing a strict do- 
mestio quarantine a.nd only allow 
those to approach the individuals af- 
fected, who h&fe previously had the 
dlBease or have bees revaoolQated, and 
afterwards oause every article that had 
been in contact with the diseased body 
to ba destroyed j hy attentipo tp;the8e 
procautionB we may "stamp out" the 
disoaso and defy its extension. It may 
also bo of utility to know tho period 
of incubation, i. e., during which tho 
diseaso may bo latent after being ex- 
posed to contagion, it is from lli to 14 
days, and tho avorai^o timo a pornon, 
• suffering from tho dirtoaao in cupablo 
of communicating infbction in, dating 
from the invasion of tho disoaao, about 
20 days.

Barks Yernoa, Milan 1, and. . Caroline 
Reed, bound to San Franoiaoo, lie in the 
harbor befogged, Bark Ocean ran ashore 
on Dungeness Spit on Friday at 9 o'clock 
P. M. in the fog, and is a total loss, she 
was light bound to Port Blakely. The 
steamers Merrimack and Walker went 
down on Sunday but could not got her off. 
The bark Atlanta, loaded with coal from 
Bellingham Bay for San Fraacisco, also 
ran ashore on Friday morning, but Qoated 
off on Saturday nfternooa at 2 o'clock; 
The British ship Ellen sailed yesterday 
for San Francisco having shipped a fresh 
crew in tho place of tho one which ran 
away, and tho claims for which the ship 
was libelled, being ssUled,

the log of the Dungeness Light House for 

Thursday, Friday and Saturday, the 24th» 

25th, and 26th insts : — 

New DuNocKisi Liohi IIon«R, ) 
Sunday E»o., Sept. 27th 1868 J 

Thursday commonced with light airs 
from S. W. and clear ; continued so till 
10 o'clock p. m. ; icommenced blowing 
fresh from S. W. and light fog ; started 
the fog belL riDglog at 11 o'clock p. m., 
the wire which conaects tho hammer-with 
tho machinery got broken ;' ai 11:30 got 
it repaired and began riDglog again*; time 
ringing, one hour 30 minotes, endiog with 
weather thick and fresh winds from S.W.; 
fog bell still ringing. 

fresh breezes from the S. W. and thick 
fog, bell still ringing ; at 4:30 a. m. the 
bell wire broke ; stoppod for repairs ; 
did not have any wire to repair damages 
before daylight; at G:30 a. m. took some 
wire off chimney ;. in going down saw a 
bark aground abreast of tho Light ; at 
6:45 a. m. got repaired and stnrted ring- 
ing — ending with tbick fog, fresh breeze 
from S. \V., fog bell still rinp-.ing, timo 
ringing 2l hours 45 minutes ; vessels 
passed, 1 ship, 1 bark. 

Saturday, Sept. 26 — Commenced with 
fresh breeze from S. W. and thick fog ; 
fog bell still riDglog; at 8 o'clock a. m. ; a 
man arrived who reported the bark Ocean 
ashore on this spit ; took him orer to 
mainland; at 9:30 o'clock a.^. it cleared 
off; stopped ringing -the bell ; time ring- 
ing 9 hours SO.minates; at 3 o'clock p.m. 
the bark which was agroond ontside of 
this light floated off and proceeded down 
the^Suund; ending with weather clear, 
wind light from S. W. ; one bark passed 
down, Toiday (Sunday) 3 steamers 
down to the bark Ocean, did not succeed 
in getting her off.
